ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


To the Board of School Directors and Citizens of Strafford: 


This report is for the school year from July Ist, 1943, 
to June 30th, 1944, and is a part of the report of the Board 
of School Directors required by law. j 

Three schools with a total of five teachers .and 96 pupils 
have been maintained for thirty-five weeks. The average 
daily attendance was 79.09. Thirty-one resident pupils at- 
tended high school. The average cost for elementary pu- 
pils was $84.72, and for high school pupils $75. The aver- 
age teacher’s salary was $693.46. Seventeen elementary 
pupils were transported at an average cost of $20.99. 

A review of pupils’ progress shows that of the 96 en- 
rolled in the elementary schools, 70 were promoted one or 
more grades, 10 were promoted one grade conditionally, 7 
were not promoted, 8 transferred to other schools, and one 
dropped out of school. Each of the thirty-one high school 
pupils completed the year. Pupils graduated from the ele- 
mentary school were: Duane P. Avery, Josephine Campbell, 
Mary Grant, Nelson Grant, Mildred V. Jewett, Helen R. 
Johnson, Walter Johnson, Roger Moses, Gladys Russell, M. 
Nellie Sleeper, Virginia M. Varney, and Kenneth W. Whit- 
aker. ' 

The material needs of the schools are: Replacement of 
chemical tanks at Strafford village, swings at Millers Pond, 
new text books in science to make it possible for teachers to 
put into operation the new state course of study in element- 
ary science, and replacement of old and worn books in arith- 
metic and English. | 

There has been a fine spirit manifest in the schools, 
both in the work of the classrooms and in their cooperation 
in the war effort. The chief problem at present is to attract 
and to hold capable teachers, as the Normal schools have an 
insufficient supply. 

I am grateful to the School Directors, parents, teach- 
ers, and townspeople for their support.

To the People of Vermont: 


During 1944 the War Finance Committee for Vermont 
conducted the Fourth, Fifth and Sixth War Loan Cam- 
paigns, all eminently successful ;—successful not alone in 
the amount of money raised but successful in that it en- 
abled more than one hundred thousand Vermonters to save 
and at the same time furnish their government with funds 
to conduct the war. 


In these three campaigns Vermonters purchased 
$112,600,000 worth of Bonds of all kinds; $20,450,000 in 
Series E Bonds and. $8,626,000 in Series F and G Bonds, 
and the remainder in the so-called Treasury issues. 


To sell this large amount of Bonds required a good or- 
ganization and a cooperative response on the part of the 
people. We had both. 


Vermont’s sales army in each of the three campaigns 
consisted of about four thousand men and women. People 
who gave of their time and effort to make these campaigns 
a success ;—to them, as well as'to the people of Vermont, I 
am very grateful. : 


As we assemble in town meeting this year with the 
realization that the management of our political and civic 
affairs is in our own hands, let us turn our thoughts to those 
who are fighting to preserve these rights and liberties.
